About  May  i5ln  is  the  time  to  follow  the  paths  —  rather  sinuous,  I 
.  admit,  but  you  do  not  meet  any  crasy  motorists  on  them  —  that  lead 
among  the  orchards.  In  Japan  the  cherry  trees  are  all  in  flower  at  the  same 
time  and  everyone  goes  to  see  them.  In  Normandy,  Nature 
shows  her  beauty  more  discreetly.  One  by  one,  the  apple 
trees  glow  into  flame,  white,  pink,  amber  and  ivory.  They 
never  come  out  simultaneously.  They  are  more  individual 
than  the  Japanese  cherry  trees. 

This  is  all  very  well,  but  Normandy  loses  something  by  it. 
Unlikely  as  it  may  seem,  vast  numbers  of  people  are  unac- 
quainted with  the  lower  Seine  between  Les  Andelys  and  Vieux- 
Port,  Saint  -  Martin -de- Boscherville  and  Saint -Wandrille  and  their  abbeys. 
Take  the  by-roads  away  from  the  main  centres  :  Lyons  and  Mortemer. 

This    is   equally   true  of    Lower  Normandy,  Vire,   Domfront,  Mortain, 
Belleme  the  old  capital,  and  Avranches.  Motor- 
cars go  through  even  Honfleur  without  stopping. 
What  a  mistake  ! 

Believe  me,  make  an  effort  and  go  and  see  these 
beautiful  but  too  modest  places  which  are  never 
portrayed  on  posters.  When  you  reach  this  part 
of  the  country,  you  can  stop  anywhere.  Cider 
has  been  basely  libelled.  How  good  the  real  stuff 
is,  or  even  a  bowl  of  cool  milk,  drunk  under  the 
shade  of  the  apple  trees  ! 

Do  you  like  trout  ?  The  Normandy  streams 
are  the  clearest  in  France.  Common  trout,  rain- 
bow trout,  salmon  trout  are  all  to  be  had.  The  Risle,  which  flows  through 
Pont- Audemer,  and  the  Andelle  ought  to  be  celebrated  among  anglers,  but 
no  one  ever  hears  of  them. 

Tourists,  if  you  visit  Normandy,  change  your  habits  and  yield  yourselves 
to  the  modestv  and  silence  of  these  beautiful  things.
